Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  eleventh  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Borough  of  Crosby,  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1947. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  1134,  giving  a birth  rate  of  19.5 
per  1000,  as  against  the  figure  for  last  year  of  18.4. 

Deaths  numbered  784,  giving  a death  rate  of  13.5  as  compared 
with  13.3  in  1946. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  has  made  steady  progress,  and  its 
efficiency  may  be  gauged  from  the  fact  that  there  were  no  confirmed 
cases  of  the  disease  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

To  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  the  service,  two  new  Clinics 
were  opened  in  September,  an  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  at  Moorside 
Road  and  an  Ante-natal  Clinic  at  Alexandra  Hall,  Crosby. 
Experience  has  shown  that  these  ventures  have  filled  a real  need  in 
this  part  of  the  Borough. 

The  continued  good  health  of  our  residents  is  particularly  satis- 
factory in  view  of  the  very  difficult  housing  situation — a national 
problem  of  which  the  solution  seems  still  to  be  far  away. 

In  closing  this  introduction  to  my  last  Annual  Report,  I wish  to 
express  my  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Council,  and  particularly 
to  the  Chairman,  his  predecessors  and  the  Members  of  the  Health  * 
Committee,  for  their  helpful  and  friendly  interest  in  the  affairs  of 
the  Department.  I would  particularly  mention  those  members 
whom  I had  the  honour  to  serve  for  many  years  as  Medical  Officer 
to  the  former  Great  Crosby  Urban  District,  though  few  now  remain. 

Never  in  these  years  has  any  suggestion  or  recommendation  for 
the  improvement  of  the  health  of  the  district  been  otherwise  than 
sympathetically  received,  and  where  practicable  duly  authorized. 

As  a consequence  the  Department  has  a loyal,  happy,  and  whole- 
hearted staff  to  whom  I say  “ Goodbye  ” with  many  thanks  for  their 
efficient  and  willing  help.

All  specimens  requiring  bacteriological  examination  are  submitted 
to  Professor  Robinson,  City  Bacteriologist,  City  Laboratories, 
Liverpool. 


Miscellaneous 
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WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  district  by  Liverpool  Corporation.  The  chief 
source  of  supply  is  L^e  Vyrnwy  in  Wales.  The  water  is  moderately 
soft  in  character  and  is  excellent  for  all  domestic  purposes.  All  houses 
are  supplied  from  the  public  mains. 

The  supply  in  the  area  over  the  past  year  has  been  satisfactory,  both 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  regularly  by  the  Liverpool 
City  Bacteriologist,  these  routine  examinations  take  place  in  the  City 
of  Liverpool  and  at  the  Prescot  Storage  Reservoirs.  The  results  of 
the  chemical  analyses  have  all  been  satisfactory. 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  supplies  both  from  Rivington  and  Lake  Vyrnwy  are  treated  by 
slow  sand  filtration  and  chlorination,  and  further  chlorination  is 
carried  out  at  Prescot  Storage  Reservoirs. 

SCAVENGING 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation  workmen  under  the 
supervision  of  a Cleansing  Superintendent  directed  by  the  Borough 
Engineer. 

The  main  roads  are  cleansed  daily,  other  roads  at  less  frequent 
intervals — at  least  once  weekly.  The  district  is  therefore  kept  in  a 
clean  and  tidy  state,  the  whole  of  the  76  miles  of  roads  with  their 
passages  receiving  regular  attention.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 

Under  this  Act,  1020  live  births  and  14  still-births  were  notified 
during  1947  and  404  births  were  transferred,  from  hospitals  and 
nursing  homes  outside  this  district,  to  the  area.  Of  the  Births  notified 
and  transferred  1335  were  visited  and  983  re-visits  were  made  to 
children  under  the  age  of  one  year.  197  births  were  transferred  out- 
side the  district 

1540  visits  were  made  to  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five 
years  and  whenever  necessary  the  parents  were  advised  to  obtain 
medical  aid.  206  visits  were  made  to  children  requiring  special 
attention.  Enquiries  were  made  regarding  the  14  still-births. 
INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES 

A new  clinic  was  instituted  in  the  Moorside  Park  Pavilion,  Moorside 
Road,  Crosby,  and  was  opened  on  8/9/47. 

The  clinics  for  Crosby  residents  are  held  at  the  Alexandra  Hall  on 
Tuesday  and  T hursday  afternoons,  and  at  Moorside  Park  Pavihon  on 
Monday  afternoons.  The  clinic  for  Waterloo  residents  is  held  at 
Prince  Street  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  afternoons,  and  that  for  Sea- 
forth  residents  is  held  at  Cecil  Road,  Seaforth,  on  Wednesday  afternoons.

The  Ladies  of  the  Health  Society  continue  to  do  excellent  work  in 
connection  with  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  During  the  year  they 
have  given  assistance  to  a large  number  of  necessitous  families,  in- 
cluding nursing  and  expectant  mothers.  Each  case  was  personally 
investigated  and  the  circumstances  considered  by  them.  Virol,  Irradex, 
Maltoline  and  Dried  Milk  was  supplied  free  or  at  reduced  prices  upon 
the  instructions  of  the  Society,  the  difference  in  cost  being  reimbursed 
to  the  Corporation  out  of  the  Society’s  funds.  Babies  garments  were 
made  by  members  of  the  Society,  and  supplied  at  cost  price. 

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS 

The  County  Midwives  continue  to  attend  the  ante-natal  clinic 
with  their  patients  and  close  co-operation  is  maintained  between  the 
Midwives  and  the  Health  Visitors.  Where  necessary  patients  are 
referred  to  hospital  for  special  advice,  treatment  or  investigation. 
A number  of  patients  have  been  referred  for  dental  treatment  and  in 
special  circumstances  have  been  treated  by  the  Clinic  Dentist.  For 
these  patients  dentures  are  supplied  either  free  of  charge  or  at  less 
than  cost  price.

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Of  the  565  cases  who  attended  the  ante-natal  and  post-natal  chnia 
a large  number  were  referred  to  the  clinic  by  local  practitioners  and 
by  the  midwives  practising  in  the  district.  A small  number  were 
recommended  to  attend  after  leaving  hospitals  and  nursing  homes. 

In  addition  to  the  attendances  at  the  clinic  the  health  visitors  made 
206  visits  to  the  homes  of  these  cases. 


ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINIC. 

Artificial  Sunlight  treatment  was  given  to  mothers  and  children 
suffering  from  anaemia,  rheumatism,  debility,  enlarged  glands  and 
other  conditions. 

During  the  year  147  new  cases  received  treatment,  each  one  being 
examined  by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  before  and  during  the  course. 
A total  of  1,193  attendances  was  made. 

AURAL  CLINIC 

Before  treatment  at  the  aural  clinic  all  children  are  examined  by 
the  Medical  Officer  who  then  recommends  suitable  cases  for  treatment. 
During  1947,  67  new  cases  were  treated  and  190  re-visits  of  children 
for  treatment  were  recorded. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936— CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION 

Provision  has  been  made  for  carrying  out  the  duties  under  Sections 
206  to  220  of  this  Act.  The  Senior  Health  Visitor  is  appointed  Child 
Life  Protection  Visitor  and  during  the  year  she  made  57  visits  to  children 
in  the  care  of  foster  parents. 

The  children  were  generally  well  cared  for. 

There  are  now  on  the  register  11  registered  foster  parents  having 
the  care  of  1 1 children.

MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

There  were  3 maternal  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

CARE  OF  ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN 

These  children  receive  the  attention  of  our  Health  Visitors,  but  cases 
of  particular  difficulty  are  referred  to  the  Lancashire  County  Council, 
who  employ  a specially  trained  Almoner  for  this  work. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Sixty-four  premature  babies  were  born  during  1947  to  mothers 
normally  resident  in  the  Borough. 

Particular  attention  is  given  to  such  cases  by  the  Health  Visitors, 
who  arrange  for  the  supply  of  draught  proof  cots,  gamgee  jackets  and 
special  feeding  bottles  w’here  necessary. 

The  services  of  a Home  Help  are  available,  or  where  removal  to 
hospital  is  advised,  this  is  carried  out  by  the  Borough  Ambulance 
Service. 

HOME  AND  DOMESTIC  HELPS 

This  service  was  successfully  operated  during  1947,  four  whole- 
time helps  being  employed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Assistance 
was  given  in  90  cases,  the  charge  varying  with  the  means  of  the 
recipient  in  accordance  with  a scale  approved  by  the  Council.

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LANCASHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL  (RIVERS  BOARD  AND 
GENERAL  POWERS)  ACT,  1938 

Sections  115  and  116  of  this  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  of  April,  1939,  have  been  adopted  by  the  Corporation  and  were 
administered  during  1947.  All  persons  and  premises  classified  under 
the  provisions  of  these  sections  of  the  Act  have  been  visited  and  the 
Inspectors  reports  show  that  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  is 
being  maintained. 

These  Sections  provide  for: — 

1.  The  Registration  of  Hawkers  of  Meat,  Fish,  Fruit  and  Vege- 

tables, and  of  their  premises  (if  any)  for  the  storage  of  such 
goods. 

2.  The  Registration  of  premises  used  in  connection  with  the 

manufaaure,  sale  or  storage  of  ice  cream. 

3.  The  Registration  of  premises  used  in  connection  with  the 

manufacture  of  sausage,  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or 
perserved  meat,  fish  or  other  food  intended  for  sale. 


ICE  CREAM 

All  premises  at  which  this  commodity  is  manufactured  or  sold  were 
inspected,  and  28  samples  were  taken  for  baaeriological  examination. 

92  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough.  Practically  all  the 
meat  which  comes  into  this  area  is  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation 
Abattoir. 

The  inspection  of  food  premises  is  carried  out  by  inspectors  possessing 
the  necessary  qualifications.  Shops,  vehicles  and  premises  where 
food  is  prepared,  stored,  conveyed  or  sold  are  kept  under  constant 
supervision.  In  carrying  out  this  work  the  following  visits  of  inspection 
were  made: 

Butchers  Shops,  146  visits. 

Other  Food  Shops,  Vehicles  and  Premises,  659  visits. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
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The  following  articles  of  food,  being  unfit  for  human  consumption, 
were  voluntarily  surrendered,  and  where  necessary,  destroyed.  In 
certain  cases,  on  the  undertaking  that  it  would  not  be  used  for  human 
consumption,  the  food  was  returned  to  the  wholesaler  or  the  Ministry 
of  Food,  and  utilised  for  other  purposes.

MILK  SUPPLY  1947 

At  the  end  of  1947,  there  were  16  cowkeepers  on  the  register. 
The  number  of  dairies  and  milk  shops  on  the  register,  other  than 
those  belonging  to  cowkeepers,  is  19. 

The  visits  of  inspection  made  during  the  year  numbered  357.  Of 
117  samples  of  milk  taken  in  the  Borough  and  submitted  for  exam- 
ination 6 or  5%  of  the  total  were  found  to  contain  tubercle  bacilh. 
The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  notified  in  each  instance, 
and  examination  of  the  respective  herds  was  subsequently  carried 
out  by  the  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  The  animals  found  to  be  infected  were  removed  and 
slaughtered. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food 
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CLEANLINESS  OF  MILK  SUPPLY 


The  standard  of  cleanliness  adopted  by  the  Corporation  is  B.Coli 
absent  in  1/100  c.c,,  and  the  milk  to  satisfy  a methylene  blue  test 
1 17  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year,  md  of  these  79,  or  67  per  cent,  reached  the  required 
Standard  of  cleanliness,  38  were  found  to  have  B.Coli  present  in  1/100 
c.c.  and  18  failed  to  pass  the  methylene  blue  test. 


All  producers  of  samples  failing  to  reach  the  required  standard  were 
visited  and  requested  to  exercise  more  care  in  their  methods  of  pro- 
duction and  in  the  handling  and  storage  of  milk. 


There  are  encouraging  signs  of  a gradual  improvement  in  the  qual- 
ity of  our  milk  supply,  especially  when  allowance  is  made  for  the  high 
percentage  of  the  total  production  now  consumed  in  liquid  form. 


MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDER,  1936 

Five  cowkeepers  hold  licences  from  the  Lancashire  County  Council 
for  the  production  of  accredited  milk. 

The  Corporation  granted  ‘dealers’  licences  to  32  purveyors  of  tuber- 
culin tested  milk,  and  to  8 purveyors  of  pasteurised  milk.  In  addition 
five  supplementary  licences  to  use  the  designations  Tuberculin  Tested 
or  Pasteurised  in  relation  to  milk  retailed  in  the  Borough  were  granted 
to  purveyors  of  milk  retailing  in  the  Borough  by  deliveries  from  dairies 
in  neighbouring  areas. 


BAKEHOUSES 

At  the  end  of  1947  there  were  17  bakehouses  in  the  Borough,  3 of 
these  being  basement  bakehouses.  All  bakehouses  were  inspected, 
and  generally  w'ere  found  to  be  maintained  in  a clean  and  satisfactory 
condition,  68  visits  being  made  during  the  year. 

In  several  instances  bakehouses  were  noticed  to  be  in  need  of 
cleansing  and  limewashing,  and  on  notifying  the  occupier  the  matter 
was  promptly  remedied.  Various  minor  defects  were  noted  and  on 
intimation  were  subsequently  rectified. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Seaion  54  of  the  Factories 
Act,  1937,  Certificates  of  Suitability  are  in  existence  m respect  ot  me 
three  basement  bakehouses.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED 

During  the  year  695  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified. 
The  figure  gives  a general  attack  rate  of  12,1  per  1000  of  the  estimated 
population.  The  following  table  gives  det^s  of  the  cases  notified, 
removed  to  hospital,  etc. 


Diphtheria 

4 cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  1947  as  compared 
with  28  cases  in  1946.  Of  the  4 cases  notified,  3 were  children 
under  15  years  of  age,  all  of  whom  had  been  immunised. 


General 

Enquiries  were  made  into  each  case  of  infectious  disease  notified, 
284  visits  being  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  under  this  heading. 
Intimations  w’ere  sent  to  the  Education  Department  regarding  all 
school  children  from  houses  w'here  cases  occurred,  and  when 
necessary,  similar  intimations  were  sent  to  the  Public  Libraries. 


Disinfection 

Disinfection  vyas  carried  out  at  all  houses  where  infectious  disease 
occurred,  entailing  the  disinfection  of  370  rooms  at  300  premises. 
In  addition,  3271  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  and  588  library 

books  were  removed  from  such  houses  and  treated  at  the  disinfecting 
stations.

Immunisation 


DIPHTHERIA 

The  facilities  for  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  which  have 
been  available  to  residents  for  several  years  were  continued  during 
1947  Up  to  1942,  unless  otherwise  requested,  immunisatioS 
in  this  Borough  was  always  in  respect  of  both  Diphtheria  and 
Scarlet  Fever,  but  during  1943  a change  of  policy  was  made 
and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  only  is  now  offered. 

The  prophylactics  used  were  supplied  by  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  & Co.  ® ’ 

The  method  of  treatment  previously  adopted,  namely,  three  injec- 
tions each  of  one  c.c.  T.A.F.  at  fortnightly  intervals,  was  continued 
until  April.  From  April  onwards  this  was  superseded  by  two  injec- 
tions of  A.P.T.  at  an  interval  one  month,  the  first  injection  being 
0.2  c.c.  and  the  second  0.5  c.c.

Tuberculosis 

Under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1930  82 
new  cases  were  notified  in  1947  as  suffering  from  this  disease’  68 
pulmonary  cases  and  14  non-pulmonary  cases.  ’ 

In  the  same  period  45  cases  were  removed  from  the  register  after 
notification  of  death. 

Details  of  all  new  cases  and  deaths  are  given  in  the  table  below. 

Comparative  figures  for  1946,  namely  109  cases  notified  and  54 
removed  from  the  Register  after  death,  indicate  a decrease  in  the 
incidence  of  this  disease  during  1947. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  (Tuber- 
culosis) Regulations,  1940,  particulars  of  all  cases  falling  within 
the  specified  age  groups  were  sent  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  transmission  to  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and 
National  Service. 

The  activities  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Dispensing 
Organisation,  which  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis 
within  the  Borough,  were  well  maintained  during  the  year.  Good 
co-operation  exists  between  this  Department  and  the  local 
Dispensary.

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT 

During  the  year  3190  premises  were  inspected  in  the  district. 

As  a result  of  these  inspections  it  was  necessary  to  serve  2401 
preliminary  notices  on  the  owners  or  occupiers.  In  the  majority 
of  cases  these  notices  received  prompt  attention.  In  some  in- 
stances it  was  necessary  to  report  the  existence  of  nuisances  to  the 
Health  Committee  and  Statutory  Notices  were  ordered  to  be  served. 
It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  547  Statutory  Notices.  The  various 
premises  were  visited  during  the  progress  of  the  work  with  the 
object  of  ensuring  that  the  nuisances  enumerated  in  the  notices 
were  satisfactorily  abated,  the  number  of  such  re-inspections  being 
6816.  During  the  year  5602  nuisances  were  discovered  and 
50  48  abated. 


In  five  cases  legal  proceedings  were  instituted  for  failure  to  comply 
with  statutory  notices,  and  orders  were  made  by  the  court  requiring 
the  defendants  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work.

OVERCROWDING 

Overcrowding  is  itill  fairly  common  in  the  Borough  though  its 
exact  extent  is  difficult  to  assess. 

. rising  population,  the  high  marriage  rate  and  consequent 
increase  in  the  number  of  “family  units”,  the  destruction  of  houses 
during  the  war  and  difficulties  in  their  replacement,  all  contribute  to 
the  gravity  of  the  problem. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES  AND  FISH  FRIERS 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  Borough  at  which  offensive  trades 
are  carried  on. 

There  were  26  fish  frying  establishments  on  the  register  at  the 
end  of  1947.  52  visits  of  inspection  were  made  during  the  year 

and  in  all  cases  the  premises  were  found  to  be  maintained  in  a clean 
and  satisfactory  condition.  Minor  matters  discovered  on  inspection 
were  all  remedied  informally. 


HOUSE  REFUSE 

This  work  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer 
and  is  supervised  by  the  Cleansing  Superintendent. 

For  the  removal  of  household  refuse  the  Pagefield  System  is  in 
operation,  except  for  Hightown  and  Little  Crosby  area;  the  removal 
of  refuse  is  by  means  of  a covered  motor  vehicle.  In  Little  Crosby 
Village  where  the  closet  and  refuse  accommodation  is  mainly  of  the 
privy  midden  type,  the  middens  are  emptied  by  the  Corporation 
workmen,  and  local  farmers  remove  the  refuse  on  to  the  land  for 
manure. 

Ashbins  and  pail  closets  are  emptied  weekly,  and  privy  middens 
at  intervals  of  approximately  two  months. 

Shop  refuse  is  removed  twice  weekly  by  means  of  a covered  motor 
vehicle,  and  the  charge  for  collection  is  3d.  per  bin  after  one  free  bin. 

The  Corporation  dispose  of  the  refuse  on  to  tips,  by  controlled 
tipping. 

During  the  year,  13,665  tons  of  refuse  were  collected  by  the  Page- 
field  system,  and  1,391  tons  by  other  motor  vehicles.  The  total 
amount  of  refuse  removed  being  15,056  tons.  In  addition  to  this 
the  Corporation  removed,  during  the  year,  2078  tons  of  salvage. 


STREAMS  AND  WATERCOURSES 

The  streams  and  ditches  are  cleansed  and  bottomed  by 
respective  owners,  and  receive  frequent  inspection.  Rimrose  ’ 
which  is  situated  on  the  eastern  boundary,  is  m^nly  Y 

effluent  from  a large  piggery  outside  the  Borough.  This  effluent  has  a 
very  offensive  smell,  contains  too  much  suspended  matter  to  i » 
into  any  watercourse,  and  gives  rise  to  a nuisance  during  e su 
season  when  there  is  little  dilution  taking  place. 

Representations  are  made  when  necessary  to  the  Authority 
whose  district  the  piggery  is  situated. 
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SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

There  are  six  factory  chimneys  in  the  Borough,  four  laundries, 
one  brick  works  and  one  large  mail  order  stores. 

At  one  Laundry,  formerly  a frequent  source  of  complaint,  a new 
steam-raising  plant  of  modem  design  was  installed  during  the  year. 
No  emissions  of  excessive  smoke  have  been  observed  since  the 
installation  came  into  operation. 

There  are  no  Bye-Laws  in  force  under  the  Public  Health  (Smoke 
Abatement)  Act,  1926,  or  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

CINEMAS 

There  are  seven  cinemas  in  the  Borough.  All  were  inspected  and 
found  to  be  well  conducted. 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS 

The  methods  employed  for  the  freeing  of  infested  houses  from 
bed  bugs  are: — the  removal  of  infested  bedding  and  clothing  etc.,  to 
the  disinfecting  station,  and  the  spraying  of  the  rooms  thoroughly 
with  an  insecticide. 

All  complaints  received  regarding  infestation  were  investigated, 
and  the  number  of  houses  foimd  to  be  infested  were: — 

Council  Houses,  16. 

Other  Houses,  141. 

132  visits  of  inspection  were  also  recorded  under  this  heading 
during  the  year.  157  other  premises  were  disinfested  during  the 
year  on  account  of  infestation  by  fleas,  moths,  cockroaches,  etc. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS 

There  are  now  no  temporary  dwellings  in  the  Borough. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919 

Complaints  were  received  regarding  rat  infestation,  and  the 
ensuing  investigations  entailed  2506  visits.  These  complaints  were 
mainly  from  lands  and  premises  in  or  near  the  agricultural  portion 
of  the  Borough.  In  some  instances,  informal  notices  were  served 
upon  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  infested  premises  requiring  them  to 
t^e  such  measures  as  directed  to  abate,  and  further  prevent  such 
infestation.  In  all  cases,  the  requirements  of  the  notices  were 
complied  with. 

The  methods  of  rodent  control  recommended  by  the  Alinistry 
of  Food  are  usually  employed,  but  dogs  and  ferrets  are  still  occ- 
asionally used  in  the  agricultural  parts  of  the  Borough. 
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The  work  of  treating  the  sewers  for  rats  has  again  been  carried 
out  during  the  year.  530  sewer  manholes  were  baited  with  pre-bait, 
and  in  133  cases  pre-bait  ‘takes’  were  recorded.  These  manholes 
were  then  baited  with  poison. 

As  a measure  of  economy,  poison  bait  ‘takes’  were  not  checked, 
but  the  detailed  figures  for  the  second  pre-baiting  were  as  follows!

PUBLIC  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

At  the  end  of  1947  there  were  21  Public  Elementary  Schools  in 
the  Borough.  The  schools  were  inspected  periodically  during  the 
year  and  any  defects  discovered  were  reported  to  the  Education 
Department.  All  the  children  who  are  excluded  from  school  on 
account  of  infectious  disease  in ' their  homes  are  notified  to  the 
Education  Department,  and  the  Head  Teachers  are  also  informed.
